ARTICLE  I 

Name 

Section  1.  The  name  of  the  Club  shall  be  the 
Red  Cross  Institute  Club. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  club 
to  encourage  its  members:  (1)  To  have  a  good 
time  in  a  healthy  way,  in  all  kinds  of  athletic 
games  and  all  kinds  of  sound  enjoyments;  (2)  To 
be  men  of  good  habits  and  to  be  faithful  and 
honest. 

ARTICLE  III 

Meetings 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held 
once  a  month  at  the  building  of  the  Red  Cross 
Institute. 
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Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  President  or  at  the  written  request  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members.  , 

Section  3.  A  majority  of  the  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness at  any  meeting.

ARTICLE  IV 

Membership 
Section  1.  Any  disabled  man  may  be  elected 
to  membership  unless  five  or  more  members  vote 
against  him,  at  any  regular  meeting. 
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Section  2.  A  candidate  must  be  present  at  the 
meeting  at  which  he  is  nominated. 

Section  3.  All  elections  to  membership  shall 
be  by  secret  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Club  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
Club  may  elect. 

Section  2.  Each  officer  shall  serve  for  six 
months  and  until  his  successor  is  elected,  or  until 
he  is  removed  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the 
members  at  any  regular  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  preside  over  the  meetings,  impose  fines  as 
hereafter  provided  for  the  order  and  welfare  of 
the  Club.  In  general  he  shall  act  as  the  Chief 
Executive  of  the  Club. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice- 
President  to  take  the  President's  place  in  his 
absence,  assuming  all  responsibility  and  enjoying 
the  same  privileges  as  the  President. 
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Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
to  keep  in  a  suitable  book  a  careful,  accurate 
record  of  each  meeting ;  also  to  take  charge  of  the 
correspondence  of  the  Club. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 
to  collect  the  dues,  fines,  and  other  receipts;  to 
deposit  them 

to  draw  such  sums  as  the  Club  may  from  time  to 
time  direct;  and  to  pay  all  obligations  of  the 
Club.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Club  he  shall 
report  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  and 
exhibit  his  bank  book  showing  the  deposits.  He 
shall  also  state  the  names  of  all  members  who 
owe  dues  for  two  months  or  more. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  to  act  as  doorkeeper,  assist  the  President 
in  keeping  order  and  decorum  in  the  meetings, 
and  to  act  as  the  President  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Dues 

Section  1.  The  dues  of  this  Club  shall  be 
twenty-five  cents  per  month. 

Section  2.  Every  new  member  shall  pay  an 
initiation  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  his  regu- 
lar dues  shall  start  the  next  meeting  after  his 
election. 
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ARTICLE  VIII 

Fines  and  Penalties 

Section  1.  The  President  at  his  discretion  may 
impose  fines  of  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  for  disorder  during  Club  meetings. 

Section  2.  Any  fine  may  be  remitted  by  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members. 

Section  3.  If  a  member  owes  the  Club  more 
than  three  months'  dues  he  shall  be  suspended 
until  he  pays  what  he  owes.  Any  member  who 
has  been  suspended  for  a  month  shall  be  expelled. 

Section  4.  Re-election  of  any  member  expelled 
on  account  of  failure  to  pay  dues  shall  be  con- 
sidered, after  good  reasons  are  given. 

ARTICLE  IX 

A  mendments 
Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended 
by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  at  any 
meeting,  provided  notice  of  the  amendment  has 
been  presented  at  the  meeting  preceding. 
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
